Pennsylvania Benefit Asso- 
ciation Breaks Record in 
Semi-Annual Payments 


in the firsf six months of 1917 the re- 
lief funds of the Pennsylvania railroad 
system lines both east and west of Pitts- 
burg paid a sum of $1,856,044 to employes 
and their families in death and disable- 
jnenjt benefits. 


i h e relief fund of the lines oast of 
Pittsburg was established Feb. 15, 1886, 
and altogether has paid to members and 
their families $35,857,762 in benefits. 


The payments made by the relief fund 
of the Pennsylvania lines west of Pitts- 
burg during the first six months of 1917 
amounted to $559,973, of which $187,513 
was for death benefits and $372,459 for 
disablement by sickness or otherwise. 


Since the fund was established on the 
lines west, July 1, 1889, it has paid out to 
members and their families benefits total- 
ing $13,694,721. 


The report shows that on July 1, 1917, 
thfere were in the service of the directly 
operated lines of the Pennsylvania sys- 
tem, east and west of Pittsburg, 228,571 
employes, of whom 196,599 were members 
of the relief fund.

jFINDINQ THE BOOK OP THE LAW.

SON T E X T — n Chronicles 34:14-33. 
»LDTOT TEXT—I -will »not forget thy 


V I. The Book of the Law Found (w. 
á4-17), X The occasion (v. 14). It was 
found while the work of repairing the 
temple was going on. At what part In 
,lhe temple we do not know ; perhaps 
jln the treasure house, for It was found 
while iHinging out the money to pay 
tot the repairs. Perhaps this was In 
or near the ark, for the law was usual- 
ly kept la or by the ark. 


2. By whom (v. 14). Hllklah,. the 
Wgh priest, was the finder. It 'is 
strange that the high priest was Igno- 
rant of the place where the law was 
jfbund. It is a sad comment upon the 
iXB<ml and spiritual condition of priests 
land kings, since they were appointed 
WnUacs of God's law. It Is, however, 
always true that when one does not 
want to have his life ordered by the 
|Blble he will put it out of his sight. 
;The disappearance of the Bible from 
«UT home», and the negl'ut of It in our 
study, Is a certain sign of evil In our 
lives. 
Be assured, 
however, 
thaf 
though the law of the Lord be removed 
from our sight It shall sooner or later 
come before us to judge us. God has 
declared that his Word shall not return 
imto him void, but shall accomplish that 
whereunto It hath been sent. 


3. Its disposition (v. 16). 
Hllklah 
Kave the law to Shaphan the scribe, 
who delivered It to the king along with 
his report as to the disposition of the 
money which ha-' been collected; 


II. Tha Book 
the Law Read (w. 
18, 29. 30). 1. To the king (v. 18). 
This was a most impressive scene, the 
king listening to the reading of the 
law of God. It was the proper thing 
to do, for those appointed by God to 
rule over the people should be anxious 
to know the will of God concerning 
them. The pious king, believing in it 
as God's Word, was anxious to know 
God's thought concerning the nation. 
His Interest became intense, as he was 
made conscious of the apostasy of his 
people from God's law. His chief anxi- 
ety was to know what was God's pur- 
pose as to the nation In view of their 
Idolatry. It Is a sensible thing to make 
oneself Intelligent as to his responsi- 
bilities, even to know what judgments 
shall befall those who have turned 
from God. One should know the worst 
while there Is time yet to escape his 
ivrath, for reoentance is the only door 
of escape from perdition. 
! 


2. To the people (vv. 29, 80). At the 
direction of the king the priests, elders 
land all the people were called together 
to hear God's Word read. This was as 
it ever should be. People have a right 
to hear what God has to say to them 
as well as the king. To keep the people 
Ignorant of the Word of the Lord Is a ) 
great crime. The crying need of the ! 
age, with all Its boasted knowledge, fine | 
«hurch equipment and cultured minis-1 
try, is for tlie Word of God to be 
brought to the ears of the people. 


III. The Effect of the Reading of the 
Law. (w. 20-28 ; 81-83). When God'a 
Word Is intelligently read and under- 
stood there is bound to be an impres- 
sion made. 


1. The king rent his clothes (v. 19). 
The man who will honestly listen to 
the reading of God's Word will be 
^ronght to his knees, for he will be con- 
ylcted of sin, and will take the place of 
self-abasement before the Lord. The 
king first saw his own sins and con- 
fessed them. It Is a good sign when 
one sees his own shortcomings and 
jfallores, and not primarily those of 
vthera. 


2. The king made Inquiry of the Lord 
through Huldah the prophetess (w. 22- 
28). His supreme motive in this in- 
quiry was to find out whether there 
was sorae way to avert the awful Judg- 
ments which were impending, as set 
forth In the Word of God. After all, 
the human heart Instlnotively turns 
from threatened woe to Inquire wheth- 
er there Is not a way of escape. Along- 
side of the flaming, thundering Sinai 
WHS placed the Levltlcal system of 
offerings. Law and grace are pot far 
removed. The law becomes our school- 
master to bring us to Christ. Through 
Huldàh the message <came that God 
had taken account of all their sins and 
that Judgment must fall, but Joslah 
would be spared the sight of all God's 
vlsttatloi^ of wrath. The penitence of 
the king turned aside God's wrath 
*om himself, but the nation would be 
obliged to suffer for Its awful apostasy. 


a. The king made a covenant (vv. 31, 
K). This was to the effect that he 
would walk In the commandments of 
the Lord. He also made the people 
iStend to this covenant. He no doubt 
•cted from the sincerity of his heart 
4. Further reforms (v. 83). Josiah 
now reached out as far as the national 
boundaries, took away their abomina- 
tions and made Israel to serve the 
Lord their God. The fact that the book 
of the law was found implies that It 
had ^been lost. The way It had been 
lost Is not definitely set forth, but nu- 
merous ways may be suggestei^ 
The 
.Bible Is a lost book to many professing 
jChristians today,'maybe through lack 
'of interest in It, willful neglect or neg- 
|Iect through the stress of life's busi- 
Iness and pleasures. May we not each 
.'one inquire as to whether our Bibles

SOMETHINO HAS HAPPENED. 
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FEDERAL REGULATION OF COAL. 


The most. interesting development of the 
conference of state councils of defense, in Chi- 
cago^ Thursday, was the announcement it 
^ elicited that the federal goveruiuent purposes 
to 
regulate 
production, 
distribution 
and 
prices. Control of fuel is provided for in the 
food bill, lately passed by congress, and the 
" 'federal trade commission has definite authori- 
' ty to act. It was brought out at the Chicago 
• conference that several of the states now look- 
-i-d to for procedures against coal operators 
C are holding back in expectation of federal ac- 
• tioñ. Indiana 
is one of them. GovernoV 
: Goodrich laying well-considered plans, for call- 
ing. thé Iiidiana legislature in special session 
to consider the. coal situation among other 


' concerns of emergence due to the war, but it 
' is known that he has hoped for federal action 
ivhich would relieve this commonwealth from 
i" aecessity to pursue rigorous measures with 
•r the coal operators in the state. 
- 
The course of events in Illinois, promising 
Í enough at the outset a few days ago, has not 
» been such as to encourage the governors of 
J? other states to invite the confidence of the 
,, coal barons. Governor Lowden proclaimed a 
1 resolute purpos^e to seize the mines if there 


Uere no acceptable alternative. 
He was as- 
^ sured by able counsel in the law that he had 
' ample authority to take this step. 
Then he 
•' got concessions and assurances from the mine 
. operators. •He appointed an eminent jurist 
Î! lítate fuel director and matters appeared to 
if'be .goijig well toward a solution of the coal 
^ problem. 
But while the several state coun- 
« cilsp of defense were holding their conference 
i, it transpired that the mine barons were once 
" more taking the bit in their teeth and refus- 
' ing to be either led or driven. It has been re- 
" peatedly asserted that there is ample authority 
" in Indiana law for state control of the mines, 
- Sut it is not likely that the legal machinery 
; for' accomplishing this can be set up without 
rasóme specific statutory provisions that 
the 
; legislature must first provide. And even with 


that ri3Ínforcement, which can be had only 
_ through a special session of the general as- 
sembly, there doubtless would ensue a stub- 
born fight by the mine operators before they 
' could be brought to relinquish control to the 
' state. 


Federal regulation in the fuel matter will 
: be much better and indeed may well be 
thought the only effectual expedient. 
State 
, control of Indiana mines will not solve the 
' entire mass of the state's fuel problems. Un- 
' less the states that produce coal can proceed 
together with some uniformity relief by state 
measures may turn out to be largely a delu- 
.- sion. 
We believe it would prove so over a 
. considerable part of Indiana. 
There is not 
much question of the federal government's 
.authority to proceed and of its power to make 
its measures signally effectual, looking to fuel 
' relief in all parts, as ought to be the case. 
• Moreover, there are critical phases of the 
' problem that effect the federal government in 
» many ways that are vital to the entire coun- 
. try and its future. 


It would be a most astounding anomaly if 
, the government, having asserted and enforced 
^ its right to .the bodies of ten million young 
men, were to -confess inability to assur'ô 
^ itself of so gross a thing as fuel or to admit 
• its reluctance and timidity to smash any ob- 
stacles that stand in the way of all defensive 
resources that are possible and practicable on- 
ly by dependable assurances of fuel. It may 
be taken with a good deal of faith that before 


, many weeks have passed the coal barons either 
will have taken counsel of good sense, decent 
respect to fair dealing and the rising spirit of 
patriotism or they will have knocked und«r 
to the rigors of a government that has nO time 
, to monkey with ruthless profiteers. Solution 
? of the coal problem will emerge at an early 
' day, we believe pverybody may feel assured.

There was feassurance of a solid kind as 
well as critical interest in the disclosures made 
by Premier Lloyd-George's speech in the Brit- 
ish house of commons Thursday. Great Brit- 
ain's position in respect of grain, was shown 
to be something like 25 pep cent, better than 
it was a year ago and this condition may be 
expected to improve, for the "more stringent 
economies in tlie use of cereals in the United 
Kingdom are of quite recent effect. Contin- 
uing practice of conservation 
will 
further 
strengthen Great Britain in this respect and 
it may b^e taken without much reservation that 
Lloyd George was not blustering when he de- 
clared 
German's 
submarine 
ruthlessness 
would not be able to starve England out. 


The premier's statements respecting the dé- 
cline of shipping losses during the past two 
months perhaps may be taken as showing an- 
other reason for Great Britain's better status 
in the matter of food grains. 
These state- 
ments are more interesting, however, as in- 
dicating that submarine warfare is being bet- 
ter answered than it had been. Lloyd George 
assured' the commons that the British admir- 
alty's measures had been increasingly effective 
and it certainly is borne out not only by the 
greatly diminished losses to British shipping, 
but by the reports of the French and Italian 
governments respecting their own moderate 
sufferings in recent weeks. 


Something has happened in the war on 
water. 
Germany's 
unrestricted 
submarine 
was inaugurated February 1, Its ravages in- 
creased at an appalling rate until the end of 
April, since which time there has been a 
fluctuant 
decline from the peek. 
That no 
sweeping and effectual means of combatting 
the submarines has been found is true enough, 
as the records from day to day and month to 
month show, but that ruthlessness has been 
verj' considerably checkmated is cleaç enough 
by the same records. How far the naval in- 
terventions of the United States have contri- 
buted to this result there is no means by which 
the public can judge. Admiral Sims has been 
operating on the other side with his flotilla of 
destroyers since late in May. It is probable, 
though nothing has been disclosed, that a con- 
siderable number of the new type of patrol 
boats' and othér suitable craft readily convert- 
ed to the purpose has been iiut to work in 
the zones of ruthlessness by the Washington 
government. 
f 


Official expression in Germany on repeated 
occasion has been bent to make the failure of 
ruthless warfare consist with the boastful 
promise made in January that the submarines 
would bring England within three months to 
her knees begging for peace. 
When three 
months had passed and England was fighting 
harder than ever the period was extended to 
six months. That period and more has pass- 
ed^nd England is neither starved nor in dan- 
ger of starving. Submarine tolls have dimin- 
ished by half. Something has taken place that 
minimizes even if it does not abate the-great 
menace to the strength of the allied powers.

Daily 
the cables tell of food troubles along 
the Amsterdam canals, of potato riots 
In Rotterdam, of expensive dairy cows 
slain In Frisian meadows for lack of 
fodder. 
Holland has been drained of 
food to feed Germany, but the Teuton 
octopus still demands more. 


Across the boundary are roosting 
German troops 
and German 
guns. 
The open threat of cutting oflF Hol- 
land's 
Iron and 
coal is 
terrifying 
enough, with winter coming on, but 
the veiled threat of these guns, em- 
phasized by the starvation and massa- 
cre just a few miles south in Bel- 
glum, is more terrlbls. 


- While Holland writhes in doubt and 
hunger, 70 of her ships loaded to their 
gunwales with food and fodder, are 
smokeless in American harbors. Fifty 
are fenced about in New York harbor 
by American destroyers. 


Twenty are scattered between Balti- 
more, Boston and Philadelphia. They 
have on board 160,000 tons of wheat, 
rye, barley, 
and linseed 
cake for 
cattle. 


Allied statesmen assert these ships 
werelsiven free passage by the Ger- 
man subs because 
they would help 
feed Germany. 


The Dutch point out that some of 
ships have been sunk and hundreds of 
six months, afraid to go out because 


of the subs, even before the American 
embargo, and that hundreds of Dutch 
ships has been sunk and hundreds of 
innocent sailors and 
fishermen 
mur- 
dered by submarines. 


But the 
Dutch ships 
sunk were 
hauling for the allies, and 
Holland 
by tieing up her ships did exactly what 
the German admiralty demanded of 
America, when ruthless warfare was 
proclaimed. 
It has been asserted that 
Germany is paying the owners of idle 
Dutch ships when they refrain from 
carrying freight to Britain. 


Since the American embargo 
was 
laid, not one export license has been 
gi-anted a ship carrying food for Hol- 
land. 
Whether any will be dependg 
on the duel of wits between Herbert 
Hoover and Van Reppard. 
Hoover 
has the final say. 


The president has laid down the rule 
that no food will be sent to a neutral 
until the needs of America and her 
allies have been met, and that no neu- 
tral shall import from America more 
than enough food to feed her peo- 
ple, after all her native produce has 
been consumed at home. 


This, of course, cuts off any exports 
to Germany. 


Van Reppard says this Is unjust be- 
cause Holland must have coal and 
iron as well aa food, and the only way 
she can get them is to pay Germany 
for them with perishable food prod- 
ucts. 
Ho also claims Holland sends 
dairy products to England. 


One interesting and little-noted war 
result has been the commercial an- 
nexation of the rich Dutch East Indies 
to the United States. 
The three big 
Dutch steamship lines which used to 
carry the products of these inlands to 
Amsterdam for distribution 
to the 
world, now land their cargoes at San 
Francisco.

ish harbor the day he sailed. 


Another transatlantic passenger 
ports an abundant harvest In England 
and Wales and says there Is not the 
smallest danger of starvation in that 
country-. 
One interesting crop item is 
that England has 370,000 more acres 
of potatoes than ever before. 
Wages 
are higher than laboring people of 
England have ever known, and in spite 
of high 
piices—which. Incidentally, 
are not as high as our prlces—thar® 
is less than "the usual distress among 
the poor. 


It is plain that Germany is greatly 
disappointed 
at the 
result of 
the 
U-Jaoat campaign 
up to 
this time. 
When the attacks 
upon food ships 
were renewed last winter the German 
boast was that 
England 
would be 
starved out In three months. 
That 
time is long past and no further dates 
are named as t l ^ 
starvation limit. 
Even the rumorea giant submarines 
will not drive shipping off the seas. 
The world is a trifle too big for Ger- 
many to swallow.

MAIiKETASUCCESS 


Prof. Stockton's Plan Has 
Worked Out Well in 
College Town. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 17.—In a bnlletin 
soon to be issued by Indiana univer- 
sity, a story of perhaps the most re- 
markable war market in the central 
west will be told. 
The market—es- 
tablished as one of several similar ex- 
periments in combatting the high cost 
of living by professors and others con- 
nected with the state university—al- 
ready is In successful operation in the 
city of Bloomington. 
Residents of the 
town say that prices of food materials 
already have dropped appreciably and 
that with each 
successive 
"market 
day" the Bloomington housewives and 
boardin.g house keepers are patroniz- 
ing the market street in greater de-i 
gree. 
Those, who bring produce to 
sell, now are disposing of their prod- 
ucts 
between 6 
o'clock and 
8:30 
o'clock in the mornings and, 
thus, 
are back on their farms almost be- 
fore they know the day has begun. 


How It Came About. 


The 
first 
"small-town" market Is 
the outgrowth 
of co-operation 
be- 
tween citizens of Bloomington and the 
Indiana 
university 
department 
of 
economics and social science. 
Pro- 
fessor Frank T. Stockton, after a se- 
ries of investigations, which included 
markets of various sizes, believed the 
idea of bringing the producer and con- 
sumer together In these 
war times 
could be worked out in the "small town 
as well as in the larger towns. 
A 
local movement had been started in 
Bloomington with the idea of lowering 
prices of farm products 
if possible. 
Professor Stockton and Professor C. 
M. Hepburn, of the Indiana univer- 
sity school of law, joined this local 
movement and the first retail market 
in Bloomington was started. 
It has 
been in operation some w^eeks and the 
prices of all foodstuffs 
sold on the 
market has been forced down in local 
stores 10 to 15 per cent, and in some 
instances, even lower. 


Makes a Study Towr. 


Indiana university had 
financed 
a 
field 
trip 
during 
which 
Professor 
Stockton studied retail markets care- 
fully. Then he applied his knowledge 
to 
the 
Bloomington 
market. 
He 
drafted a market ordinance and It was 
adopted by the common council. Pro- 
vision was made for a market 
ad- 
visory committee to oversee the mar- 
ket and study its problems. 
Professor 
Stockton 
was 
named 
chairman 
of 
this committee. 
The ordinance pro- 
vided for 
a growers' or producers' 
market, to be held on Wednesday and 
Saturday mornings. 
A market space 
was set aside on one of the streets 
near the public square. 
The unique 
phase of the plan was that no charge 
was made for situations for sale. One 
of the city policemen was appointed 
market master. 
Thus the city was 
placed under no additional 
expense 
for its market. 
The ordinance was 
passed on Tuesday night. 
Little ad- 
vertising was 
done and 
only four 
growers appeared on the market the 
next Saturday morning. 


With each succeeding market day, 
however, sellers of garden truck drove 
in, and now from twenty-flve to thirty 
wagons are In the "farmers' line" on 
Saturdays. 


Have Saturday Xight 3Iarket. 


The market opens at 6 o'clock in 
the morning. 
Most of the dealers are 
sold out in two hours. 
A Saturday 
night market is to be started at once, 
thus 
giving the 
wage earners 
of 
Bloomington and vicinity an oppor- 
tunity to reap more benefits fi'om the 
market. 
The customers at the mar- 
ket get strictly 
fresh goods. 
They 
have wide choice in purchasing food- 
stuffs. 
The prices are so far below 
the local merchants 
that some of 
them already are seeking to undersell 
the farmei-s on the days when they 
bring their produce to market. 
The 
student bokrding house keepers, how- 
ever, are continuing to purchase all 
the farmers will bring in. 
The mar- 
ket advisory committee constantly is 
carrying on a campaign of education 
among the farmers, who sell on the 
market. 
It explains the necessity for 
correct 
weight.s, satisfactoi'y 
prices 
and 
proper 
methods- of 
preparing 
goods for sale. This committee also is 
spreading the gospel of conservation 
for war, urging drying of fruits and 
vegetables.

PUNS TO 
REFORM IR 


Petrograd, June 29.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press.)—Major 
General Klado, chief of naval educa- 
tional 
institutions, has 
prepared a 
radical plan of naval training reform, 
based on the doctrine that the recent 
granting of full 
political rights to 
fighting men of both sei-vices involve.s 
the infusion of a n«w spirit into their 
education. 


The plan provides that the existing 
naval academy, school for marines, 
marine engineering institute and Se- 
bastopol naval training corps shall all 
be directed from a central naval edu- 
cational institution In this city. Other 
marine and 
naval schools 
will be 
united with the Sebastopol corps Into 
a single naval school to be situated in 
Sebastopol. 
A radical reform is that, 
for these schools, all persons will be 
eligible who have had Secondary edu- 
cation. 
There will be no provilèges 
for nobles. 
Thereby the career of 
naval officer will be opened to Rus- 
sians of relatively humble position and 
means. 


The ultimate aim of the reform Is 
that naval education after tjiie war 


will i » conducted in a pacifist and antt- 
militarist spirit, so as to prepare for 
the expected reduction of armaments.

PERFECT O K THAT 
CUTS F 


Rotterdam ( Netherlands, Augr. 17.— 
Experiments with 
a newly invented 
device intended 
to cut 
the anchor 
chains of floating mines and to pre- 
vent them from coming in contact with 
a vessel passing through a mine field, 
have 
been conducted 
here, it 
is 
claimed, with success. 
The contriv- 
ance was invented by Rear Admiral 
Goedhart of the Dutch navy. 


It was affixed to a steamship of tho 


Batavier line for a series of tests. The 
vessel steamed through 
a 
field 
of 
harmless mines with the result, it is 
asserted, that every mine which barred 
her course automatically was pushed 
aside and its anchor chain cut. 


The invention consists 
of a steel 
prolongation of the ship'^s bow, which 
is easily hoisted or stowed away. 
It 
extends eighteen feet under the water 
and Is designed to push the mine an- 
choring chains or cables aside to a 
distance of fifteen feet 
from either 
side of the vessel. 
At that point the 
cables or chains are clipped and the 
liberated mine rises 
to the surface 
fifteen 
feet from 
the vessel's side. 
Having once been passed safely, the 
plan is to explode the floating mine 
by shooting at it. 


After the clipping of the chain of 
one mine the apparatus is intended 
automatically to become ready to deal 
with the next.

board with reference to my relations 
with the Washington 
street school. 
The charges, I am informed by you, 
were made oraUy, but I have been un- 
able to learn what these charges are. 


The betterment of ,ihe Fort Wayne, 
schools has been my life's work, and 
I felt that I was entitled to be cpn- 
fronted with the charges made, even 
theui|h I am not permitted to confront 
the ..rarioua people 
who majSe these 
ehairfei^ whatever 
tbiQr,.m«)r be. 
I 


sired a man in this position. 
I was 
not aware that there was any objec- 
tion to me personally until just re- 
cently, and, as 1 have above stated, 
I have been unable to learn what these 
objections are, although 
I have re- 
peatedly asked the board to require 
such charges to be. filed. 


Upon 
investigation, 
I 
have 
dis- 
covered that these 
various persons, 
with the assistance of a few of the 
teachers, have 
circulated numerous 
false reports among the patrons of 
this school. 
This has been so openly 
done by these teachers, that It must 
necessarily have been called to the at- 
tention of the board. At least one of 
these teachers is an applicant for my 
position.

ROME, Aug. 17.—The fashionable 
crowd at the cafe on the Corso Um- 
berto were gazing

huge ovation for this strange face.

with the 
beard?" asked the American visitor.

Tordelli.

Maffle is a member of the Italian 
chamber of deputies, 
who made a 
speech in favor of peace, saying it was 
really not to Italy's interest to carry 
on the war.

He accordingly waylaid Maffle 
on the tramway as he came fi-om the 
chamber.

Experiments with a newly invented 
device intended 
to cut the anchor 


chains of floating mines and tc pre- 
vent them from coming in contact with 
a vessel passing through a mine field, 
have 
been conducted 
here, it 
is 


claimed, with success. 
The contriv- 


ance was invented by Hear Admiral 
Goedhart of the Dutch navy. 


It was afflxed to a steamship of the 


Batavler line for a series of tests. -The 
vessel steamed through 
a field of 


harmless mines with the result, it is 
asserted, that every mine which barred 
her course automatically was pushed 
aside and its anchor chain cut. 
i 


The invention consists 
of a steel 
; 


prolongation of the ship's bow, which 
is easily hoisted or stowed away. It 
extends eighteen feet under the water 
and is designed to push the mine an- 
choring chains or cables aside to a 
distance of fifteen feet 
from either 


side of the vessel. At that point the 
cables or chains are clipped and the 
liberated mine rises to the surface 
fifteen feet from 
the vessel's side. 


Having once been passed safely, the 
plan is to explode the floating mine 
by shooting at it. 


After the clipping of the chain of 


one mine the apparatus is intended 
automatically to become ready to deal 
with the next.
